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THE FIRST COUNTY 
SCHOOL FAIR HELD 
IN HOPKINS COUNTY 

Was Unbounded Success— The Majority of The 
Schools in the County Were Represented 
and Hundreds of School Children 
Were Present 



The first County School Fair ever 
he'd in this county took place in 
Madisonville last Friday and practi 
cally every school in the county was 
well represented. It is estimated 
there were 2,000 school children and 
teachers in the parade and about 
6,000 including all visitors in Madi 
sonville on this occasion. The pa 
ride was formed at the West Broad- 
- way building and marched two 
abreast to Main street and turned 
north going down the east side of 
main with banner flying and badges 
fluttering in the wind They march 
ed the entire length of Main street 
returning on the west side and the 
head of the column had made the 
round and reached the court house 
before the rear left West Broadway 
thus making the parade over a mile 
in length Such a gathering was 
never before seen in Madisonville 
and it doubtless marks a new era 
along educational lines in this coun- 
ty. The amount of enthusiasm dis- 
played by both teachers and pupils 
in preparing for this school fair was 
equal to that evidenced by the pre- 
parations for the school fair held in 
Earlington in Dec. i»l3. which was 
the first school fair ever held in the 
County. Prof. C. K. Dudley prin- 
cipal and Paul M. Moore chairman 
of the Board of Education were 
wholly responsible for the first school 
fair, and their lead was handsomely 
followed up this year when the coun 
ty fair was held in Madisonville. 
After the parade Friday the crowd 
assembled in the couit house square 
and were addressed by the Hon. D. 
H. Kincheloe who said, among other 
things that the crowd before him 
thoroughly convinced him that 
"Roosevelt's theory of race suicide 
was smashed into smithereens " In 
the afternoon the West Broadway 
building was thrown open to the 
public where the exhibits of the dif- 
ferent schools were displayed. The 
crowd at this building was so dense 
It « is almost impossible to view the 
dismay with any degree of satisfac 
tion until la»f in the afternoon. The 
display of the varit us schools was 
indeed commendable and pioved that 
the teachers and pupi's had put forth 
their bf st effoits in anticipation of 
this fair. County Sup't. Lem Ray, 
^serves great credit for the success 
of the fair and was abiv seconded by 
'the various teachers of the town and 
country schools. 1 he benefit of this 
gathering to the cause of education 
this county should be lasting, as 
every school represented went back 
home tilled with a greater zeal for 
the cause and a determination to gtt 
better results in the future. Karl

BOOKER T, WASHINGTON 

Noted Negro Teacher and 
Leader Dead 



Tuflkonee, Ala., Nov. 14. — Book- 
er T. Washington, foremost 
teacher and leader of the negro 
race, died early today at hia 
home near the Toskogee Insti- 
tute, of which he was founder 
and president. Hardening of 
the arteries following a nervous 
breakdown caused death four 
hours after Dr. Washington ar- 
rived from New Yoik. 

Aliho he had been in failing 
health for several months, the 
negro leader's condition became 
aerious only last week while be 
was in the East. He then real- 
ised the end was near, bat wss 
determined to mske tbe lopg 
trip South. He had said often: 
"'I was born in tbe South, have 
lived all my life in tbe S >uth 
ami expiot to die and be buried 
in the Smth."
